When William Stuhlmann, 44 
old, contemplated the future his fancy 
drew gloomy pictures of himself crowd- 


ed out of his $70-a-month railroad clerk- 
ship by some younger man. He feared 
he could obtain no new position, and 
thus would be left with ne means of 
contributing to the support of his 
young wife and eight children. 

That is the reason, his wife aad 
friends say, why he went into the kitch- 
en of his home at 4068 Blaine avenue, 
and drank an ounce of carbolic acid, 
from the effects of whicb he died three 
hours later at the Frisco Hospital Mon- 
day night. 

Stuhlmann frequently remarked he 
was drawing rapidly toward the half- 
century mark, and that in-the smaller 
clerkships of the raiiroad offices the 
older men were, superseded very often 
by younger, livelier, more enthusiastic 
fellows. He looked forward with an 
ever-increasing dread to the time when 
hfs turn should come. 


$5000 Insurance Kept Up. 

The $70 a month barely paid expenses, 
he said, and he hated to think what the 
result would be if he should, by ill- 
ness or loss of his position, be deprived 
of that income. Not only did the $70 
have to meet all the household ex- 
penses. Out of it, too, a $5900 life in- 
surance policy was kept up, the month- 
ly premiums being $9.25, which left just 
$60.75 for general purposes. 

The insurance policy named his eight 
children as beneficiaries on an equa! 
footing. Five of the children were by 
a former marriage. Three were born 
to his present wife, Emma, 29 years old, 
whom he married 10 years ago. 

Mrs. Stuhlmann protested that the old- 
er children—the oldest is a boy 21 years 
old—were able to shift for themselves, 
aad that it was not equitable to take 
s0 much from the monthly income to 
keep up a policy for those who could 
care for themselves.

But Stuhlmann, in his paternal 
that knew no distinction of age, wanted 
to do for all alike.

-from the Rev. Herbert Adams Gibbons of Hartford, Conn., a missionary, who 
“was an eyewitness of the awful scenes. 
™ Pastor Gibbons relates that the Moslem fanatics, the guise of 
“herve troops, were freely supplied with arms by the officer in charge of the 
istrict, and that a British officer, attempting to restore order, was wounded 
“by the rioters. His detailed dispatch follows. 

“The entire vilayet of Adana has been visited during the past five days by 
a terrible massacre of Armenians, the worst ever known in the history of the 
district. Terror has been universal and the Government is powerless to check 
the disorders. Adana, the capital of the province, has been the storm center. 

“Conditions have been unsettled for some time, and there has been animosity 

bétween the Turks and Armenians owing to the political activity of the latter 
and their open purchasing of arms. 
~ “Early last Wednesday morning, while I was in the market, I noticed that 
the Armenians were closing their shops and hurrying to their homes. An Ar- 
menian and a Turk had been killed during the night, and the corpses were pa- 
raded through their respective quarters. The sight of the dead inflamed the in- 
habitants, and crowds at once began to gather in the streets armed with sticks, 
axes and knives. A few young Armenians assembled in the center of the cov- 
ered market and began firing revolvers into the air. By 11 o'clock in the morn- 
ing the crowd had begun the looting of shops. 

“The military commander of Adana was by my side in the market when 
the firing commenced. He had not the courage to endeavor to disperse the 
mob; he returned to his residence and did not venture out for two days.

Circuit Judge Williams has decided 
that Circuft Attorney Jones will not 
have to give bond for $1,000,000 or any 
ether sum in his injunction suits 
against the 15 railroads to restrain them 
from carrying out an alleged illegal 
agreement to restore the $-cents-a-mue 
passenger rate. 

The railroads, through thelr. attor- 
neys, suggested that Judge Williams 
require a bond from Circuit Attorney 
Jones to indemnify them against losses, 
which they stated amount to $3000 to 
$3000 a day for each road. 

As to jurisdiction, Judge Williams said 
he will not decide until the injunction 
suit brought by the railroads against 
Gov. Hadley and Circuit Attorney Jones 
is disposed of. This case is to be heard 
May 5 by Federal Judge Philips of Kan- 
sas City, who issued the temporary re- 
straining order. Judge Williams said he 
desired to have that case disposed of 
before he decides whether he has juris- 
diction to try the injunction suits 
against the railroads.

“But 
the special trains taking delegations to 
Jefferson City to fight submission and 
whe metropolitan newspaper opposition 
is making more prohibitionists in the 
State than a!l the anti-liquor agitators. 

“The man who owns a 40-acre farm 
nowadays is keeping up with the pro- 
cession. He knows what jis going on 
and does his own thinking. If a few 
more delegations are sent to Jefferson 
City from the cities the country people 
will all become prohibitionists. 

“There are many strong anti-prohibi- 
tion counties in the State and they will 
give big majorities against prohibition. 
In the the Democratic and Re- 
publican machines are all against pro- 
hibition, and the votes of the anti-liquor 
people would not be counted. I know 
for I have been up against the game. 

“Prohibition, if submitted now, will be 
badly defeated, and I think the radicals 
are making a mistake in asking for it.’ 

Wtll Create Animosities, 
don’t think the question ought to 
be submitted now,’’ said Judge John- 
gon, ‘“‘because it will create animosities 
among the people, and do a great deal 
of harm. Many of the more conserva- 
tive anti-liquor people do not want sub- 
because they do not regard 
as being strong enough to 
carry. There is nothing I know of that 
would so disrupt the religious people of 
the State as prohibition. 

“T was one of the State senators who 
vcted for the local option bill to prevent 
submission in 1887.

NEW YORK, April 27.—Six chimpan- 
zees, part of a consignment of 600 
members of the simian tribe, were re- 
sponsible for wounds and scars exhib- 
ited by the crew of the German steam- 
Ship Tannenfels, which arrived yester- 
day from Calcutta and Colombo, and 
docked at Pier 3, Bush Stores, South 
Brooklyn. 

The monkeys were consigned to a lo- 
cal animal dealer; but, at the earnest 
solicitation of Capt. Lubke, were land- 
ed at Boston, where the vessel put in 
last week, and such as are wanted in 
this city will be shipped overland. 

The trouble was precipitated the night 
of April 13, in midocean, and was -due 
to the enmity of the six cnimpanzees 
for Wong Foo, the cook, because he 
spilled a can of hot soup on the big 
leader. , 

“It was about’7:30 o'clock, just after 
supper,’ said Engineer Newman, ‘“‘when 
we heard a scream, followed by a flow 
of Chinese language. Crouched in the 
ratiines of the forerigging was a monkey 
tugging at the end of the Chinaman’s 
queue. The cook was swinging clear 
of the deck, kicking at the other five 
chimpanseds, which were attacking his 
legs. The crew rushed to the rescue: 
the chimpanzee let go the Chinaman’s 
pigtail and made aft toward the mid- 
ship house. 

“Wong Foo ran for the fo'castle yell- 
ing like mad, chased by the five chim- 
panzees, which were followed in turn 
by the seamen. Joined by two of my 
firemen, Hubert Hansen and Hans Fels. 
we rushed for a big fellow, which had 
taken refuge in the bos'n's locker. When 
we got inside we were suddenly attacked 
by the infuriated animal, and tn the 
semt- darkness were completely at his 
merey.

WASHINGTON, April 27.—Whether Dr. 
S. N. D. North shall remain as director 
of the Census Bureau is in the hands 
of President Taft. The congressional 
friends of Dr. North have agreed to so 
amend the census bill that there cannot 
be doubt of the supreme authority of the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor. Sec- 
retary Nagel, Dr. North, Assistant Sec- 
retary McHarg @nd some subordinates 
were called to the White House in a con- 
ference which began at 10 o’clock Sun- 
day night and did not end until nearly 
1 o’clock Monday morning. 

A specific act of the director that had 
caused complaint was that, without con- 
sulting the secretary, Dr. North ar- 
ranged contracts for tabulating ma- 
chines to cost nearly a million dollars. 
When these contracts were submitted to 
Secretary Nagel, he declined to sign 
them until informed of all the details. 
He also told the director that in the

IMPROVE PRISON 


Existing Conditions Source of 
Regret to Citizens, De- 
clares Governor. 














Special. Correspondence of the Post- 
Dispatch, 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 27.—Gov. 
Hadley sent a special message to the 


General Assembly today urging the im- 


| provement of the hygenic and sanitary 


conditions at the State Penitentiary. 
Among other things the Governor said: 
“It igs a source of regret to all citizens 


interested in the intelligent and humane 
treatment of the convicts in the State 
Penitentiary that condifons exist which 
are to be found there today. While I do 
not believe in a ‘rose-water’ system of 
treatment in the punishment of crimi- 
nals, I do believe that it is the duty 
of the State to send forth those whom 
it punishes more useful to society than 
when their punishment began. 


Should Be Mede Better. 
“To do this, it is, of course, essential 


that they must be better men, physical- 
ly, when discharged than when their 
punishment began. And if they are sent 
forth better and stronger physically, the 
chances are that they will be better and 
stronger intellectually, {ndustrially and 
morally than at the beginning of their 
confinement. To accomplish this result 
unhygenic and unsanitary conditions 
must not be allowed to continue. 
‘Provisions should be made in-the ap- 
propriation act for the maintenance and 
support of the State Penitentiary by 
which the cells can be better lighted 
and better ventilated and by which it 
can be made possible for those afflicted 
with contagious or infectious diseases to 
be segregated from the other convicts. 


Tuberculosis Greatest Peril. : 
“This necessity exists principally in 


the case of those who are afflicted with 
tuberculosis. 

“‘By the expenditure of approximately 
$7500 the necessary arrangements can be 
made by which those afflicted with this 
disease can be separated from the other 
convicts, profitably employed at light 
labor and a large majority permanently 
cured. This will accomplish not only a 
useful purpose in the cure of a large 
majority of those afflicted with the dis- 
ease, but it will also prevent the in- 
fection of the other convicts and of the 
general public from discharging, under 
sick pardons, or after the termination of 
their period of confinement, those af- 
flicted with this disease.”’

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THE POOR MAN’S METAL. 

_A duty of 1 cent per pound of zinc contents in 
pine ore means a duty of $12 a ton. This, the ex- 
perts are agreed, is a prohibitive, not a protec- 
tive, duty. It will not merely adjust the differ- 
‘ence in the price of labor here and abroad; it 
will give the American miner a monopoly. It 
‘will bring no revenue to the Federal Treasury, 
but it will impose a tax of $2,500,000 a year on 
ithe zinc consumer. 

-- The zine consumer is the poor man. Zinc is 
‘tthe poor man’s metal. It is used in galvanizing, 
jn making brass, and, in the form of sheet zinc, 
it passes into a variety of uses. Where the rich 
man uses copper or porcelain, the poor man uses 
zinc. : 

Sixty per cent of the zinc production in the 
United States comes from what is known as the 
Joplin district. In this district, as the result of 
a@ system of unjust royalties, the man who digs 
out the ore has to pay the landowner and lessee 
one-fifth of his gross returns and this one-fifth 
ds more than an adequate profit in any legitimate 
gnining enterprise. 

To maintain this vicious system; although the 
ostensible purmese is to “protect the wages of 
he miner,’ the Congress of the United States 
as been appealed to. But it was no broad, log- 
eal, clear-cut appeal.

LOOK AGAIN, RABBI. 

In an eloquent address to the students of the 
City College, Saturday evening,on “The Princi- 
ple of Selection,” the Rev. Dr. Bradley declared 
that men get what they want and find what they 
look for. He illustrated his theme with many ex- 
amples in nature, from chemical affinity to the 
eye of the buzzard, which sees only the rotting 
carcass on the flowered plain. 

In his Sunday morning discourse Rabbi Leon 
Harrison, denouncing the “average newspaper” 
as unfit to read, said that it “vulgarizes taste; 
panders to coarseness and crudeness; revels in 
salacious scandals; dwells on the abnormal, the 
exceptional, and debases the noble English 
It devotes pages to pugilism. 
The divine in man is hardly noticed, 
only the diabolical.” 

What an amazing confession! The average 
newspaper contains the news of the world. Every 
notable event and the mayement of forces that 
make for disaster or for progress; the records 
of achievement in all fields of endeavor—religion, 
science, art, philosophy, politics, mechanics—it 
centains poetry, fiction, contributions frem mas- 
ters of literature and scholarship and from lead- 
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Jers in every department of labor; discussions of 


public questions; exposures of public abuses; re- 
ports of reform movements and of the work of 
reformers; vivid pictures of social conditions; 
descriptions of progressive experiments; sermons; 
quotations from the best literature, deeds of hero- 
ism and kindness. 

It is a pity that the learned and eloquent Rabbi 
can find in the newspapers only pugilism, scan- 
dal, the coarse, the crude, the vulgar and the 
diabolical—the worst it contains—to which to di- 
rect the attention of his congregation. His eye 
for the worst colors his sermon with that tone 
of indiscriminate exaggeration—shall we say gen- 
setionalism?—which is the worst fault of the 
worst newspapers. 

Rabbi Harrison should look again into the 
newspapers with broader, clearer vision, which 
will enable him to perceive and to dwell some- 
what in his discourses on the virtues, the good 
deeds, the kindliness, the epochal events, the 
worth, the signs of progress that are recorded 
in their pages. A man finds what he looks for.

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THE GOSPEL OF BASEBALL. 

Rev. Dr. William J. Hindley of Spokane, 
Wash., preaches the gospel of baseball. Said he 
to his flock in a sermon delivered at the opening 
of the season: 

“For the sake of the team and for the sake of 
the game, stand up to the plate. If you can’t 
line out a home run maybe you can drop a Texas 
leaguer back of second that will do almost as 
much good. But bend every effort to meet the 
ball and not to fan when there are men on the 
bases waiting to score. Fight until] the last man 
is out. God Almighty doesn’t like a quitter.”’ 

It may be objected that this is unconventional. 
But that means only that no other preacher ever 
preached in just that style. The moral lesson is 
a good one, as any preacher will admit when 
somebody translates the passage into English for 
him.

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EQUAL SUFFRAGE AND PRACTICAL POLITICS 
With a bill to regulate the height and width of 
women’s hats pending in the Illinois Legislature, 
the militant advocates of equal suffrage are 
learning a-first lesson in the sinuous ways of poli- 
tics. They went to Springfield from all over Illi- 
nois to find a gallant legislature already half con- 
vinced that what the women want they should 
have. 
But these ardent women were accoutered ac- 
cording to fashion’s dictates. So obtrusive was 
their millinery that it shadowed the real issue. 
The legislators could hear arguments, but they 
could see nothing but an undulating sea of feath- 
ers, quills, tips, wings, aigrettes, buckles, _rib- 
bons, flowers, buckles and bows. Ethics bowed 
to esthetics and fashion, not woman, reigned. In- 
stead of a measure granting the suffrage came 
one regulating the size of hats. The legislators 
were bent on an orderly course and considered

Prohibitionists Are Laughing.

I do not think the people of St. Louis understand 
how the prohibitionists of Missouri have the laugh 
on their side, and how the business men of St. Louis 
were playing into the hands of the prohibitionists all 
over the State. Should the amendment now before 
the Senate be submitted to the people just as it 
now stands, then when the people vote it in 1910, it 
cannot be enforced until 1913, which gives the brew- 
ers three years more in which to prey upon the 
people and ruin homes. But if the Senate refuses 
to concur with the House, and does not send this 
amendment to the people, the prohibitionists have a 
second big stick, which is worse than this first, name- 
ly, the initiative and referendum. Will you not kind- 
ly publish in your paper the text of the initiative and 
referendum so that the business men of St. Louis 
may see the grave error that was made in going to 
Jefferson City? Pray, let them see and study the 
initiative and referendum, and understand for them- 
selves that a very small percentage of the voters in 
the last election in Missouri can file petitions with 
the Secretary of State which are mandatory upon 
him to place on the blanket ballot at the next elec- 
tion in November, 1910, the constitutional amend- 
ment forever prohibiting the manufacture and sale 
of spirituous and fermented liquors. Then when 
the people express their will at the polls, it goes into 
effect almost immediately, while. by the course al- 
ready being pursued, if the Senate vote to hand the 
amendment down to the people, it cannot be enforced 
until 1918, and the brewers get a three-years’ lease 
of life in which to wind up their affairs, instead of 
simply one year’s lease of life as by the initiative 
and referendum. As we have 8&2 counties out of the 
114 in Missouri, already under prohibition, by local 
option, it will be the easiest thing in the world to get 
the opportunity to vote by the initiative and referen- 
dum in November, 1910.

the odds against it. For several days the Cardinals have been flung into the 
@rena at League Park, supposedly a weak sop for the maw of champions and 


fear-champions. 

On form they should have been crushed 
with a blow or have been chased into a 
dorner and rent at the leisure of the 
Big Cheeses. It was like the Christian, 
diothed only in his faith and armed with 


m spit, tossed to the lions by Caligula— 
he should have quit and made a beast’s 
rhouthful; instead he made a fight and 
a good one. 

In five games played here since the 
return of the Cardinals, League Park 
has been a forum of spectacles. Nota 
game has taken place that hasn’t proved 
a kaleidoscope of brilliant incidents— 
and some not so brilliant. The Cardi- 
rmls have been in the limelight from the 
start and while weaknesses may have 
dimmed the luster of their achievements, 
no tameness has marred the battles. 

In every game but one of the five, 
opposing pitchers have been driven from 
the box; in every game but one a sen- 
sational rally, wnich threatened to wrest 
victory from the enemy, was started and 
several times nearly successfully com- 
pleted. Only the unequaled Minor Brown 
and the Cubs were able to get off with 
an undoubted victory, and even then 
Roger Bresnahan gave the spectators a 
thrill or two. 

And yet the Cardinals have played 
distinctly bad baseball. Their fielding 
has been simp'y ~-trocious, a total of 
18 errors for five games being their per- 
formance to date on the heme grounds. 
Their batting has been weaker than that 
of their opponents and their run-getting, 
as averaged in hits, has fallen off. They 
have made but 17 runs on 41 hits, while 
the opposition scored 24 runs on 44 hits. 

In other words, it took the Cardinals 
97-17 hits for «:ich run, while the oppo- 
gition scored a tally on 15-6 hits.

The use of electrics as mail carriers 
is a not uncommon sight in the large 
cities. The New York Postoffice has 
just added three to its equipment and in 
many other cities they give excellent 
service, but we should hardly expect to 
find electrics making mail deliveries 
among the farmers of hilly New Hamp- 
shire. Yet that is just what has been 
going on for the last four years on Ru- 
ral Route No. 2 out of Manchester. A 
Waverley road wagon, model 36, of 1905 
design, has just been put in commission 
for its fifth season of five months’ use 
over a route 24 miles long with hill 
climbs of 1000 feet.
